Vega Rocket Work 
Stopped by Agency 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 11 (UPI) — The federal space 
agency today scrapped its Vega rocket in order to make 
powerful boosters available for pushing other projects — 
perhaps including a new attempt to launch a moon satel- 
lite. In discarding the Vega, the national aeronautics and 
space administration will be able to divert six Atlas inter- 
continental ballistic missile boosters to other pro^amS;,^ 
These prograilis indliide dBvd dpment'of ^h'^rCcntaur an'tT ■ 
■ ^ Atlas-Agcna rockets. It was 

speculated that perhaps one 
of the six Atlas eng'ines 
would bo used In anew 
moon' shot. 

In canceUnc Its Vega contracts 
with the Convalr division of Gen- 
eral Dynamics and the aeneral 
Electric company, NASA will lose 
about 17 million dollars. 

The orlslnal prime contract -with 
ConvaJr. announced last May, 
for t33.500.000. The original < 
tract with Qenersl Electric, ___ 
liquid-fueled second stage engines 
of 34.000 pounds' thnut, was lor 
fl.iao.ooo. 

The total'cost of the Vega proj' 
ect would have been tU,000,DOO. 

NASA said It would recover all 
but the 11 million dollars. 

Vega, like the less powerful 
Atlas-Able which tailed Nov. 2fl In 
an attempt to put a 3T3.paclcage 
Into orbit around the moon, was 
designed around an Atlas booster. 

It was scheduled to underlake 
space missions early tn IMl, It 
would have been able to put -4.800 
pounds In k 300 .mile -high Earth 
orbit, throw 1,000 pounds to the 
oon and beyond, snd launch 
,'o-man aatelhle Into orbit. ■' ■ 
Under the old schedule Vega 
would have been the first Amerlcoji 
rocket matching In power Soviet 
space boosters demonstrated more 
than a jrear ago.

ALBERT LEA, Minn., Dec. 11 (^—National guarda- 
mcn with fixed bayonets dispersed a jeering crowd of 
several hundred persons at the strike-torn Wilson Pack- 
ing company plant today to IjackjUp Gov. Orville Freeman's 
declaration of martial law in Fi*eeborn county. The crowd 
was apparently , hooting not at the soldiers but at non- 
union production workers whom tho guardsmen turned 
away from the Wilson gates as they reported for work 
this morning. The guard, 
movlng-swif tly after the 
governor's- call. to. maintain 
law and order, shut down the 
Wilson plont to all but noq -union 
supervisory and clerical workers. 
Tho production workers, hired by 
Wilson to repines striking union 
workmen, showed up In numbers 
todoy apparently before they got 
word the troops*were called out 
and the plant shut down. 
,.A detachment .of so' guardsmen 
arrived at the plant on the edge of 
this southern' Mliuiesota cllv of 
ISJiOa shortly before daybreak.

THE ROCK CREEK MENACE 
Health authorities have reminded the 
people of Twin Falls repeatedly that the 
amount of raw Bcwoge being dumped Into 
Roclc crcclc Is a serious hazard to anyone 
comJnff Into contact with the stream. 

An analysis of the contamination In Rock 
creek has been under way for some time and 
by next April health officials plan tO'make 
a detailed report of their findings, together 
with recommendations for some solution 
to the problem. 

This week, Robert Olson, pUblJc health 
biologist, and Harland Formp, state depart- 
ment of public health engineer, took ad- 
ditional samples of water from Rock creek 
for bacteriological analysis. ' 

WhllQ making their check-up, Olson and 
Formo reminded the people of this com- 
. munlty of several alarming facts which al- 
ready have been established. 

T wo and on e-half to three inllUon gal- 
lons of raw sawagflTaflnreatlfl'and'JniJijfltrial; 
are being dumped Into Rock creek every 
day, according to their findings, and some 
of the samples have shown "sewagQ" bac- 
teria counts ot two and one-half million In 
six ounces. 

This amount of bacterial contfimtnatlon, 
they say, constitutes a definite health haz- 
ard to anyone coming In contact with Rock 
creek water. Even the handling of fish from 
Rock creek, these health authorities warn- 
ed, presents a certain health hazard. 

It's not only the health hazard they are 
concerned about, sludge banks built up by 
both domestic and Industrial wastes, the 
odor nuisance created by the sevmge, and 
the food supply thus made available to 
{UseeAe-corryliig rats ore other causes lor 
alarm, . 

All of which should set the people of this 
community to thinking. As Twin Falls grows, 
this problem will become proportionately 
more serious. 

In tfmea past when local and state health 
authorities have warned the people of the 
hazardous condition. existing Jn Rock creek, 
thero.has been a'-tendency to mlmlnlze the 
meaoM, ■ .' 

But sooner or' later, unless we take heed 
of these warnings of a condition which Is 
becoming ^onaslngly dangerous, we may 
become victims of our own negligence and 
complaicency. ' . 

'Health authorities warn it Is high time 
for us to provide a treatment pidnt to pro- 
cess the sewage entering Rock creek, and 
for our own protection we should be mak- 
ing such plans without. further delay, 
— That such a stream— polluted and B:tlnk- 
ing from contamination — should flow with- 
in a blbck of Magic Valley Memorial hos- 
pital Is -a disgrace la Itself. The hosts ot 
germ-laden flics coming from such a nearby 
.source of domestic and industrial filth are 
^another hazard we, should no longer Ignore. 

TbiB Is orte project every civic organiza- 
tion in Twin FaUfl should press for early 
completion.

AN UNPORTUNATE REUOIOUB CONTROVERST 
President Elsenhower had barely escaped the tolls 
of the birth control question when religious contro- 
versy popped up again tn a sUghtlr different toca 
— 4)Ut by no means a novel one. 

The president of a large Protestant organization, 
the American Council ot Christian Churches, criti- 
cized Ur, Elsenhower Monday for Itarlng scceptM 
an audience at the Vatican with Pope John. "A 
serious blow to our American tradition" of the sep- 
aration of church and state, la what the churchman 
called It, In tenns reminiscent of the crJtlcliin that 
befell President Franklin D. Roosevelt when he ap- 
pointed an ambassador to the Holy See, President 
Roosevelt, like Elsenhower a Protestant, considered 
It only seiistble statecraft to have a representative 
at the court that holds spiritual away, aa welt as 
much temporal power, over the lives of mlUlons ot 
the world's Catholics. Mr. Eisenhower^ visit was 
not an official but a personal one, and a most na- 
tural consequence of his visit to Italy. 

If ihere were anything improper about that visit, 
no American president would dare to exchange views 
or pleasantries with any Important rellglou.^ leader, 
Protestant. Jewish or Catholic. Our tradition oE 
separation ot church and state has never been In- 
terpreted to mean that the President should not at- 
tend his own church or seek spiritual counsel from 
his own minister. Neither does It mean that he may 
not visit with the leader ot a religious faith other 
than his own. ' 

Mo» Protestant Americans, wo believe, will con- 
sider the Presidents visit Co the Pope not only per- 
feclty proper but natural. The Ood whom iho l^pe 
Invoked in blessing the president's search' lor peaee 
la also the Ood of the Protestants, otter nllz-Lewls- 
toa TttiiaoB,
